© Know, therefore, O all ye that hear this, that read. 

and conſider it, that I utter this prophecy to you as a 

meſſenger of God ; who is the holy and the true, the 

And his law is in me 
as a fire, and the word of his mouth as the roaring of 
the waters! for I hear his voice in me, and his mouth.

tling at random; but not he that babbles to them, 
nor they that hear him, will practiſe any thing, and 
yet they hear it with plealure, when the praters pro- 
miſe them heaven, and let them go on in their ſinful

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life: and in their full and wild luſtful life, they ſay, O 

that's a brave miniſter ! be tells us the matter. O thou 
vain, and in fin drowned man! what did he then ſay 
to thee? Surely he has laid thee a ſoft pillow under 
thy head, that thou mayeſt not be frighted at thy 
ſinful, goatiſh, vile life. But ſtay a little, I, I the 
Lord will ſoon ſend ſome to preach on another man- 
ner to thee, and ſpeak unto thee with other lips. But 
J will firſt remove from thee thy vain babblers and 
pillow-ſowers, and caſt and hurl thee and them out 
of the land with my great ſhovel. Then ſhall thy 
chaff be ſeen, when the wind ſhall blow it away out 


of my barn. And who are my grain, they ſhall not 


periſh, ſaith the Lord God, 7 will ſuddenly deſtroy 
them all, that bave led the people /o aſtray: tor I will 
puniſh them, and will make it known unto them by 
my judgments.

I will for ever de- 
ſtroy thoſe well falled men that have choſen their fat 
paunches for their god. I will for ever deſtroy thoſe 
great kine, and groſs well-fed oxen, who have been 
mere idols to my people: for they have drawn away 
my people from me and my true being, ſo that my 
people have diſhonoured me. But they have given 
themſelves great titles before the world, that they 
alone may be honoured by men upon the earth. I 
will wholly root out all their mammon, their fine houſes, 


their fine cloaths, their a!tire, their rich and great re- 


venues, their great honour, their great tyrannical power, 
their pleaſure, their glory, and all they do enjoy and 


poſſeſs, from the greateſt to the leaſt, from the richeſt / 


to the pooreſt, from the moſt learned to the moſt un- 
learned, will I totally extirpate, and all thoſe that 
have been the ſins and idols of my people, from the 
earth, that ſo the man that is left upon my world, that 
is to come, ſhall no more defile himſelf with idols, but 
honour me his living God and Creator, that made him.

Lord has commanded thee to keep, as an inward, tilt 
ſabbath-reji, that thou ſhalt reſt from all the trouble 
and labour that I commanded thee from the begin- 
ning. I will place my rainbow in the clouds, and 
remember the covenant of my peace, which I have 
promiſed unto you: for ye, my choſen ones, ſhall 
have great peace upon carth for a long time, and my 4 
fun ot righteouſneſs ſhall ariſe in all the tribes —_— 
upon carth, and ſhall enlighten, ſanctify, and bleſs * = 
them; for I am the golden praife and land of all $ 
tongues and people upon earth, from henceforth and 
for ever. 

Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and all hoſts that 
are therein, and let the whole earth be joyful and 
glad: for my bleſſing thall reſt therein, and I will 
take way the curſe; for I will be unto them a 
bleſſed paradiſe upon earth. And I will drive away 

che cherub which hath drawn out his flaming ſword 
againſt thee, O my Sion! at the entrance of paradiſe. 
| And 
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And J promiſe thee, Sion, that I will plant thee in 
thy paradiſe, which I will now open in thee; I will 
dwell in thee, and thou ſhalt be unto me a bleſſed 
ſeed upon carth, ſaith the Lord God. 


Here follow the Vistons and REveLATIONS of the 
Great GOD, which I ſaw concerning all Kingdoms ; 
the firſt of which was upon Michaelmas-Day, upon the 


Sunday of the Goſpel of the great Command, in the 


Year 1709; and others afterwards, partly in the ſame 
Tear, and partly in this preſent current Tear, 1710, 
as follows : 


THE 


FIRST VISION. 


"HEN I had been buſy the whole Sunday with 
writing, praying, and reading, and in the 
evening, while I was in prayer, my ſpirit was, as it 
were, in a rapture, betwixt day and night; and be- 
hold, the heaven above me appeared as &right and 
clear as cryſtal; and behold, as I looked upon it, 
there appeared /wo ſuns very near one another, the 
one towards the zor/b, much larger than that towards 
the /outh, in the midſt of the heaven. The jun towards 
the /outh ſeemed as if there was a ſmall gap or breach 


In it; but the ſplendour of it was mare glorious than 


that of the natural ſun: but that towards the north 
was round, and full, -or perfect, much larger and 
brighter than the other, and pointed to the toc/? and 
eaſt, And behold there appeared about theſe two 
ſuns great halt-moons, from one end of the heaven to 
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the other, very bright, and as big as the natural 
moon, when it is half. 

As I was obſerving it, behold ! there appeared 
a thick wood, in which were all kiud of 1rees, great, 
middling, and ſmall trees, and ſhrubs, and many 
thorn-buſlies. As I now was ſtanding on the ſide of 
the wood, betwixt the weſt and the /outh, looking and 
obſerving, behold there appeared a mighty fire, and 
a ſtrong tempeſt, from the north and the eaſt, from be- 
twixt which the fire iſſued forth: and the whole 
wood was in a moment ſet on fire, and fo conſumed, 
that very few of the bie and middle-ſized 7rees were 
left ſtanding ; and that which remained ſtanding was 
wholly ſcorched by the fire-flames. Now at the end 


of the wood there were four men ſtanding, who quenched 


the heat and flames of the fire. And there remained 
ſome fire-ſhrubs and bruſh-wood, which were pre- 
ſerved fromthe mighty heat and flames of the fire; and 
I ſtood in the fire, and alone was preſerved with he 
men that quenched the fire. When 1 had ſeen this, 
there came a mighty voice to me from out of the fire, 
which ſpake unto me, © Go thy way to the daughter 
of my people, yea, to the land of thy nativity, and 
fay unto her, Thus faith the Lord: Behold a tempeſ- 
tuovs wind comes from the Eaſt, and North, and 
South, and with them aſcends the fire of my wrath 
and fury, and I will blow it up, or kindle it among 
them, ſo that it ſhall conſume all their power, and 
their heights and depths; therefore ſay unto them, 
Be ye converted from your violences, and from your 
pride, and from opprefling the needy, and help the . 
poor and opptreſſed, the widows, the orphans, and 
ſtrangers, and let them find mercy with you, and then 
I will turn my eyes unto you, in the day that is now 
coming in mercy towards you.“

THE 


INTERPRETATION OF THIS VISION, 
From the Mouth of GOD Himſelf. 


Wurn I inquired of the Lord, after I had 
this Viſion, what was the meaning of the two ſuns and 
half-moons, and the wood with the great and ſmall 
trees, and ſhrubs, and bruſh-wood; the great fire, and 
the four men that were with me preſerved, and atter- 
wards quenched the fire in the wood, ſo that it was quite 
extinct; the Lord anſwered me, and ſpeaking to 
me, ſaid, © The ſerene Heaven, which I ſhewed thee 
as a bright cryſtal, is the future Paradi/iacal Earth, 
which I will now, by the fire of wrath, clcanſe from 
all ungodlineſs, towards the Vet, towards the Soulb, 
towards the Wrib, and towards the Eaſt; for I will 
thoroughly cleanſe my earch, and will afterwards give 
it to my elect to inherit, and will ſubject to them 
the four ends of the world. The two Suns, that 
thou ſaweſt by one another, in the midſt of the 
heavens, that gave ſuch a great ſplendour over the 
whole earth, are my Golden Altars in the Turtiſb and 
Reman kingdoms, accompanying my everlaſting Goſ- 
pel, which, after the great tribulation, ſhall ſpread their 
great and bright ſhining ſplendour, through thole two 
grcat bodies, over the whole earth; theſe are the two 
Suns: and that they were cloſe by one another, 
ſignifies that. they ſhall, rogether with my everlaſting 
Goſpel, ſhine upon carth, and thall afterwards point 
at two Kingdoms, which will have their fignification. 
But my Golden Altar will I propagate in another 
place hereafter; and then ſhall my glory be at it's 
higheſt pitch upon earth, round and perfect, as in tl e 
beginning. But the Half. Moons ſhall firſt reign 
over the whole world: 2. . K. c. J. b. a. e. n. in. a, 
e. 70. u. d. w. Moreover, it ſhall yet be hidden what 
hereafter ſhall appear under the laſt government of 
the faireſt San; for I will glorify my holy name, in 
& 2 the 
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the beginning of my people, and in the end, I will 
ſhew myſelf glorified upon the whole earth, and 
ſhine before them as the full Sun, ſaith the Lord 
God.“ 

And the Lord God ſpake further, and ſaid to 
me: © The Wood which thou ſaweſt is the whole 
Empire, with the whole Roman Chriſtendom, together 
with the whole Earth at preſent; but in particular it 
ſignifies Chriſtendom, and the Roman Empire of the 
Houſe of Auſtria. And the Trees which thou ſaweſt, 
are her Kingdoms, great and ſmall, together with the 
Principalities, Earldoms, and all Countries that do 
belong unto the Roman Empire, mighty, miadling, 

and ſmaller countries, who do all lead a very licentious 
life before me. And her Kings, and Princes, and 
Earls, and Nobles, and Countellors, and Generals, 
and Military Perſons, high and low, and all Mighty 
Ones upon earth, that do rule over theſe lands, are the 
Bodies of the Trees in the Wood, in the kingdoms of 
this wicked world, ſaith the Lord God. But the 
Shrubs and Bruſh- Wood that thou ſaweſt in the 
Wood, ſtanding up and down, are the ungodly Com- 
mon People, and the whole Anti- Chriſtendom in 
general, that ſeek their protection under the Tall 
'Trecs of the Kingdoms and Kings, and of ſuch chere 
is a great and ſhameful multitude. Bur I will ſend 
forth over them my fiery {word ; that is, war, famine, 
wild beaſts, and peſtilence, which ſhall conſume 
great multitudes of people, and devour them in all 

laces in the whole empire, fo far as the Whore of 
Baby lon ſhall have ſpread itſelf in the “three ſefts. 
1 will caſt her down from her exaltation, and throw 
her down to the earth; and then I will raiſe up the 
poor, that love my name, faith the Lord God.” 

And the Lord ſaid further to me: © The Four 
Men which thou ſaweſt at the end of the wood, re- 
fiſting the fire, are tae Four Ends of the World, as 
the kings and princes, and all the mighty ones, that

at that time- ſhall remain over upon the earth, after 
thole great and heavy judgments that I ſhall bring 
over the world. They ſhall turn inwardly unto them- 
ſelves and fall down at my feet, and pray unto me for 
mercy. And then ſhall my fiery wrath be quenched, 
which burnt terribly over them for their looſe lives, 
and my mercy ſhall remove and extinguiſh all wrath 
againſt them, faith the Lord God. But I will pre- 
ſerve thee and iny elect in all tribulations, nor ſhall 
any harm come upon you from my hand, whoſoever 
is upright before me on the earth; but the wicked 
ſhall be rooted out by my great fiery wrath, be they 
never ſo many, ſaith the Lord God. This is the 
meaning of the great viſion that I ſhewed thee, ſaith 
the Lord God.”

Thus ſaith the Lord God: J will bring a great 
plague or peſtilence among this people, they ſhall find 
it that have ſinned ſo grievouſly againſt me, and do 
ſtill fin grievouſly againſt me, ſaith the Lord God; 
for 1 will kindle a great mountain with fire among 
them, that ſhall ſtand kindled before them with great 
peſlilence, ſteams, and ſmoke of fire. I will bring 
great miſery upon them, ſo that they ſhall ſufficiently 
perceive it every where, when 1 ſhall fill their cities 
with the peſtilence, and with dead men's bones, fo 
that there ſhall but few people remain over in many 
places, by reaſon of the plague. I will ſmite Eng- 
land, Holland, France, and other places, or countries, 
with a heavy peſtilence, ſo that the plague ſhall reach 
unto Germeny, and there ſhall no kingdom eſcape 
free, where the plague and the ſword ſhall not prevail; 
for all fleth have grievoufly provoked me, where 
people do lin ſo raihly againſt me, in their full and 
mad luſts. Woe, woe be unto them! for I will 


ſpeedily make an end of them, faith the Lord God. 
But 
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But my raging fire ſhallnot only be the plague, as a 
rod over the wicked, which I will fend among them ; 
for that alone is too light a ſcourge upon the wicked 
and ungodly, that have fo forgotten me, deſpiſe my 
command, and fo rathly fin againſt me, Therefore, 
woe unto thee Poland! woe unto thee Sila! woe 
unto thee Saxony! you fthall be the beginning in my 
heavy judgments in wrath from the Zaſti. I the 
Lord God will vitit you with a great and /tronug 
fezord, together with great peſtilence, and with all 
fierce and furious beaſts, by which you ſhall be 
torn in pieces, and devoured. For thus faith the 
Lord God: I will bring the great and fiery ſword 
of vengeance upon them from the Eaf?, and from the 
Norib, and there ſhall alſo come one from the Sourb 
upon them. I will ſtir them up one againſt ano- 
ther, that the ſound ſhall be as if ſwords ſt ruck 
againſt each other; for the one {hall fall upon the 
other, and ſhall deſtroy him, one king the other, and 
one prince the other. But I will very ſpeedily 
bring chem from all places, in heaps together, and 
then I will ſpread my net over them, and catch 
them in my ſnares. : 

For | will put into my ſervant Charles's hand 
my avenging ſword, and he ſhall bring a great 
multitude of people upon them from the Aas. 
What remedy? then ſhall Poland, Sileſiu, and Saxony, 
be before him as a diſmaycd woman, and effect no- 
thing, although they ſhould arm themſelves againſt 
him; for they ſhall go againſt him as great clouds, 
with many people, kingdoms, and principalities. 
But when the Lion ſhall come upon them, and ſhall 
begin to roar, from the Nerib, and from the Eaſt, 


then ſhall they begin ro dread; but he ſhall take 


courage, and fall upon them with his naked teeth, in 
reat fury. Then fthall the Polanders, Saxons, and 


thoſe that have ſet themſelves againſt him, be terribly 


altrighted, and run away from him as the foxes, 25 
| mall 
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ſhall ſeek ſhelter in the rocks, and ſhall flee before 
the ſword of vengeance that ſhall be drawn againſt 
them. This is the reward of all the wicked, that 
have ſinned againſt me, ſaith the Lord God. 

And my ſervant Charles, faith the Lord God, 
ſhall be unto me in theſe days as my ſerdant David 
in former days, and he ſhall be called a man after my 
oꝛon beart, who alone ſhall do my will. I will ſend 
him againſt great and mighty people, againſt kings 
and princes, and againſt /be whole Houſe of Auſtria, 
and againſt their whole multitude ; for I am very 
angry againſt the whole Houſe of Aufiria, and againſt 
all their mighty ones. I will ſtrengthen my ſervant 
Charles trom the North againſt them, and he ſhall 
fall upon them as a lion, and over-run them as a 
mighty tempeſt from the EH; for I will unite the 
Eaſt and North winds with each other, and they 
ſhall dreadfully roar together, as great floods of 
water, and overflow twbole Germany with ſwarms of 
people. Poland and Saxony ſhall firſt perceive it, and 
feel their arm. Sileſia; Dreſden, and Leipſicł, and all 
the cities in Saxony ſhall ſee il, tor they are haughty 
and cruelly proud againſt me. Whore-maſters and 
drunkards are numberleſs among them, and my name 
is very much abuſed among them. Curſing and 
ſwearing, murdering and ly ing, in Poland and Saxony, 
and in all places, is incurable; nay, they greatly make 
their boaſts thereof, and praiſe them moſt that can 
do it beſt: but that ſhall be as a bill of remembrance 
unto me, ſaith the Lord God. I will avenge it as I 
live, and will puniſh them, all of them, for it; for 
they are a bloody crew, and a wicked ſeed before me, 
ſaith the Lord God. 

Therefore I will ſeverely puniſh that cruel Po- 
land, and the land of Saxony, and caufe them to be 
{wept away from before my tace as dung, ard deſtroy 
them with their whole ſwarms, by the froord, famine, 


Peftilence, and ravenous beaſts, They ſhall no longer 
be 
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be my people; for I can no longer bear them, be- 


cauſe they are ſo wicked a people. But Iwill make 
their lands and cities wilderneſſes and deſolate places, 
and I will remove them wholly from off the earth, 
faith the Lord God. I will exerciſe great vengeance 
upon them by my ſervant Carles, and other lands 
and cities ſhall feel it in his march, as Thuringia and 
il's cilies: one part ſhall fall by his word, the other 
will I ſmite with ve plague, and ſome of their cities 
hall be devoured by their own feword. This Erfurt ſhall 
be ſenſible of, and other cities that are like unto her; 
for they are wicked againſt me, and an inſolent crew, 
ſaith the Lord God. | 

And I will ſend the plague into the land of Pruſſia, 
and into her whole kingdom; ſo that they ſhall alſo 
teel it in the principality of Brandenburgh, and up and 
down the cities and countries thereot ; for they will 
not humble themſelves before me, therefore muſt E 
deſtroy them, and thin them by the plague, ſaith the 
Lord God. | | 

And thou, lion land Heſſen, thou ſhalt alſo not 
eſcape me; I will alſo ſpeedily riſe up againſt thee : 
for I will alſo make the ſwords to claſh in thy ears 
to and fro, and thou ſhalt be ſeverely puniſhed by 
my hand, faith the Lord God. For thou haſt alſo 
been very diſobedient to me, even to this very day, and 
vou fin much againſt me, therefore muſt you be pu- 


niſhed; for I will puniſh thee, and all nations, with 


my /word, famine, and peſtilence, and to that end F 

will bring cruel, furious beaſts in vengeance upon thee 

rom far countries, and they ſhall devour, rend, and 

tear people to and fro. Take this, O Heſſen, as a 

ee and all you that read this, faith the Lord

O woe unto the whole Roman Empire,and to all the 


_ Cities thereof! ſaith the Lord God; for they all fin 


cruelly againſt me, and are an abominable people be- 
fare my face, drowned in all fin and wickedneſs, and 
| are 
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are of hard and ſtubborn hearts, and ci ſet themſelves 
very much againſt me and my inheritance 5 but I will 
fcatter them as by a whirlwind, and the ſword of my 
ſervant Charles, and my ſervant J\mae!, the Great 
Turk, ſhall devour them ; for I will put into his hand 
a great ſword, that ſhall cruelly kill and ſlay : for I 
will give kings and princes to his ſword, and he ſhall 
ruin their countries, and bring their mighty ones to 
the ſlaughter, as oxen and calves are led to the 


Naughter. This I propheſy and declare unto them; 


for their time is at hand, that they ſhall be de- 
ſtroyed. Therefore make haſte, make haſte, and lay 
it before their eyes, that they may read it, and fay 
unto them, The Lord God has commanded me to 
ſhew you his judgments and his will, that you may re- 
pent, and be converted from your evil minds, you kings 
and princes, you judges and mighty ones, you colonels 
and captains, you counſellors and high ſheriffs, you 
noble and ignoble, you popes and prelates, you bi- 
ſhops and prieſts, you freemen and bondmen, you 
citizens and countrymen, you landlords and land- 
ladies, you daughters and maid-ſervants, you young 
men and children, you young and old, you nations 
and multitudes, and all that have a name, from men 
to beaſts, that you muſt all humble yourſelves before 


me, and bow yourſelves under me, be thou never ſo 


high, and whoſoever thou art; for I am the Lord, a 
mighty and jealous God.

adherents, for their bride and habitation. Therefore, 
thou wicked, vain, impudent and covetous one, thou art 
nothing elſe but a habitation and bride of the devil, 
who takes up his kingdom and dwelling-place in 
thee, by means of thy pride, covetouſneſs, and other 
wickedneſſes; and ſo long as thou wilt not be con- 
verted heartily, thou remaineſt an habitation of, and 
poſſeſſed by, the devil. If, therefore, thou deſireſt 
not tobe a habitation of the devil, and his bride, filled 
with all his abominable influences, then turn thyſelf 
unto me thy God, and give me thy deviliſh and ſinful 
ſtinking heart, and I will cleanſe and purify it for 
thee; tor I alone can purity the heart by my beſom, 
when man becomes truly changed in his mind before 
me. For my Spirit, which 1 will give thee, ſhall 
kindle a purgatory in thee, until he has conſumed all 
evil within thee, even the ſcum and the droſs of thy 
abominable tranſgreſſions and ſins, and flain thee 
totally. For die thou muſt, O man! to that old, 
deviliſh, ſenſual, beaſtly image, that I may create in 
thee anew, my own image, which is in thee; viz. a 
clean heart, bleſſing, ſalvation, godlineſs, chaſtity, 
truth, righteouſneſs, repentance, ſorrow, grief, divine 
reſignation, ſtrong faith, divine, unfeigned, earneſt, 
brotherly love, univerſal love, humility, meekneſs, 
and patience ; which virtues bring life, even ever- 
| laſting 
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laſting life, and do make that man become reconciled 
unto me his God. And to ſuch a one do I alſo give 
my joy, and the Holy Ghoſt; and by the Spirit ſhalt 
thou be edified, and he ſhall reprove thee with judg- 
ment, when thou ſinneſt againſt me, and ſhall always 
kindle my fire anew in thy heart, and make it a 
dwelling-place for God, and a habitation for the Moft 
High, a palace for the Holy Ghoſt, a Sion and a Pa- 
radiſe for the Moſt Holy Trinity, full of all the fruits 
of righteouſneſs, yea, a fruittul land, in which ſhall 
ſtand planted all manner of fruitful trees, acceptable 
plants, with all kinds of ſpices that are precious, and 
very acceptable to me the Almighty One. He now, 
that will become ſuch a habitation to me, in which I 
can dwell, with my Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, him 
will I not deſtroy, but will lead him forth, and place 
him in my approaching kingdom, ſaith the Lord 
God | 
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Thus ſaith the Lord God: But as for the un- 
godly, them will I root out all from off the earth, 
and will deſtroy them for ever. And when I come 
to ſet up my kingdom, then ſhall be deſtroyed and 
rooted out all thoſe that Jove the devil and his ad- 


herents better than me, ſaith the Lord God; for I 


can no longer bear them upon my earth, ſuch re- 
bellious, abominable children of the devil, that do 
always reſiſt my Spirit, and ſuffer the devil, who is 
the father of all the wicked, to have power over 
them, fo that he poſſeſſes them as by inheritance, 
ruling and reigning over them from generation to 
generation. If any thing trouble them, they pre- 
ſently come running to me, with all ſpeed; but if I 
be not immediately at their beck, as they would have 
it, then they run immediately back again from me to 
their father the devil, and to his companions, ſeeking 
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help from them; and withal theſe wicked children 


do abuſe my name, as a cover to palliate all their 


wicked works, as if all they do was done from 
heaven. But I will judge you; ſtay but a little, yon 
children of the devil, and not children of God. 
Shall you thus prophane my name? I will therefore 
chaſtiſe you. Stay! I will make you to know who I 
am! for I ama very holy and righteous God. 
What do ye think, you unnatural children of the 
devil, that you do thus abuſe me, and do fo greatly 
rophane and diſhonour my dear name of God and 


Jeſus? As if I that am the fo great and majeſtic God, 


and my name were only your lacquey, and Baal's idols, 
and bound to act according to the will and pleaſure 


of ſuch lords as you are, ſceing you are become ſuch 
mighty lords in my world. You are but thieves, 
and the companions of thieves; for you have but 
ſtole what you have, and have pocketed up in your 
pockets what I had given for my poor, and I muſt 
to this very day be made by you a Baal and 1dol's 
boy, and ſuffer rity ay to be * by N wicked 
child of the devil. 


Arife, O ſv 0 F make haſte, * come quickly, 


and tarry not; for the blood-thirſty dogs, the thieves; 


the robbers, the children of the devil, will no longer 


fear before me, nor in any wiſe obey me; for their 
father the devil poſſeſſes them body and ſoul! They 
are like unto raging dogs and ravenous wolves, that 
ſeck their prey in winter ſeaſon ; when there is no 
food to be ſeen, they rend and tear all that comes 
before them; they are as roaring lions, that will not 

o back till they have devoured my inheritance; as 
raging and ravenous wolves : and yet do they daily 


roar againſt me and my inheritance, becauſe they are 


ſo blood-thirſty. 

Verily, verily, the ſword comes apace from the 
Eaſt and North againſt them: famine and' peſtilence 
mall be my ſwift meſſenger againſt them; for I am 
a great 


© 


a great king, and my royal command will ſpeedily be- 
executed upon them. I will ſend them famine all 
over \nti-Chriſtendom, that they hall devour and con- 


fume one ancther ; and J will give the devil, their fa- 


ther, whoſe followers they have been in their wicked 
lives, command againſt them, to /e /hem one againſt 
another every where, as mad dogs are ſet on againſt one 
another, 4% bite one an9ther, and they ſhall devour each 
other's fleſh. One ſect ſhall be againſt another, pope 
againſt pope, prieſts againſt prieſts, king againſt 
king, princes againſt princes, earls againſt earls, war- 
rior againſt warrior, yea, one devil againſt another, 
and one ungodly one againſt another, till they ſhall 
have devourcd and conſumed one another's fleſh, and 
the one man the other, throughout the cities and 
countries. 
| And this ſhall their father the devil effect, to 
whom hitherto they have uit churches, and performed 
tdol-wworſhip in their ſuperſiitious Anti-Chriſiendom, when 
they have made themſelves ſo fine, and tricked them- 
ſelves up with fine cloaths, great ſaddles, long tails, 
high top-knots, coſtly borders, gold chains, filk 
ſcarves, broad laces, great hair-locks, golden ear- 
rings, painted faces. Thus have they worthipped 


before their father the devil, with their whoriſh 


hearts, in their fone-idol-!emples, and there have eaten 
and drunken with him, and made themſelves merry, 
in all ſenſuality and wantonneſs, in their operas and 
comedies, where their father, the devil, has enter- 


tained them with a thouſand tricks and juggles, and 


made them very attentive, or devout, under pretence 
that they thereby grow wiſe. And when they are 
thus grown wiſe, in the devil's juggling-houſe, and 
the ſhow is done, then away goes the company from 
that place again. When they know not what to do 
to ſpend their time, then they run to church, obſerve 
their church-bours, and hours for prayers, and hear 


what 
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what thoſe whore-prieſts prate to them. But ſuch 
devil-worſhippers will I thruſt out of the world, with 
all their crew, and the devil's adherents, to their fa- 
ther the devil, in the hell, whither I will ſend them 
for ever; and there ſhall they lie in the lake of brim. 
ſtone, and be tormented for ever by the ſecond death, 
ſaith the Lord God; for they have worſhipped the 
devil, and not me, faith the Lord God. 

For thus faith the Lord God: All thoſe that 
will wor/faip me, muſt receive me from an humble 
heart that is united with me, and muſt worſhip me 
in ſpirit and in truth, in all places, in their going out 
and coming in; then will I become their God and 
their temple; they ſhall be continually in me, and I 
will be in them, and thus I muſt be worforpped. 
Where thou goeſt and art, thou muſt think upon me, 
and commune with me in thy heart. When thou 
ſitteſt down to thy work, thou ſhalt alſo do ſo; thou 
ſhalc either ſing, or ſport thyſelf with me in thy 
heart, or commune with me in ſpiritual praiſes. 


When thou buyeſt or ſelleſt, ſee that thou be pre- 


ſerved from the unrighteous one, that thou doſt not 
deceive nor over-reach any, but rather ſuffer wrong 
thyſelf, than do wrong to another; for if thou wilt 
do wrong, thou ſhalt fall under my everlaſting pu- 
niſhment, and ſhalt be guilty of judgment before the 
world itſelf. When thou haſt to do with men, make 
but few words with them; for if thou wilt talk much. 
with them, and uſe unſavoury words with them, thou 
wilt but defile and foil thyſelf with their whoriſh ſpi- 
Tit and uncleanneſs; and I will ſhut thee out of the 
virgin-communion, and thou ſhalt not be written 
among the firſt-born, nor incorporated among thoſe 
144,000 ſpiritual virgins ;- for I am a holy God, and 
all that will ſerve me muſt be ſanctified by me, and I 
in them, or elſe no man ſhall ſee my future glory, 
faith the Lord God.

Thus ſaith the Lord God: Firſt, concerning 
Sweden and Muſcovy. 

I the Lord God will draw my ſword againſt 
them, becauſe they have been diſobedient to me, and 
oppoſed me ſtiffly. I will chaſtiſe Sweden, and purſue 
it with ſword, fire and peſtilence. And I will put 
the ſword into their own hands, and blow up the 
fire among them, till I have deſtroyed many among 
them; but I will ſoon be ready, and turn back their 
miſery, and will ſhew great mercy io them in Sweden,

with Poland and Saxony, for they bade ſorely injured 
me; and have to this very day been an abominable 
people in my fight, above many people in my Chriſten- 
dom; therefore have I given thetn whoily over to the 
flaughter, fo that they ſhall be deſtroyed from off my 
carth as a curſe; for | will command my four evil 
plagues and puniſhments to come upon them, and 
they ſhall deal very unmercitully with them; for 
_ that great 1wo-edged fword, from the Eaſt and North, 
ſhall purſue them to their Jaſt end, and ſhall deſtroy 
them from off the carth, even by a great peſtilence, and 
by raging devouring beaſts ſhall they be devoured: for 
this generation, Poland and Saxony, are abominably 
roud in my fight, and drowned in all manner of 
wickedneſs, therefore will I root them out from be- 
fore my eyes off the earth, for they have rejected me: 
] will reject them again. They have mocked me, 
and turned their ungodly backs upon me; therefore 
will Ideal juſt ſo with them, and turn the fury of my 
back to their ungodlineſs, and .not the face of my 
mercy, till they are all extirpated from off the earth 
that have ſo grievouſly ſinned againſt me: for I will 
ſend my four mowers with ſharp ſcythes, to wit, my 
ſword, great peſtilence, famine, and cruel devouring 
beaſts, who ſhall fell them, and mow them down as 
graſs. . For I will extirpate them all that have ſinned 
ſo inſolently againſt me; and their cities and for- 
treſſes ſhall be as fuel for the fire, till their land is 
become wholly deſolate, and as a wilderneſs, ſaith 
the Lord God. | | 
Then will I heal Poland again, and the reſidue 
will I deliver; all that are left. And I will pour 
forth my Spirit upon them, and make myſelf a ta- 
bernacle among them for my elect. And their goods, 
their gold and ſilver, and horſes, and waggons, and 
people, and their great and little cannon, * 
their 
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their ammunition, ſhall be holy unto me, ſaith the 
Lord God, f. i. P. w. i. c. m. S. o. a. R. a. a. a. h. 
This thou ſhalt conceal till it's time. 

Thus faith the Lord God: I will alſo take great 
vengeance againſt ihe neighbouring cities that border 
upon Poland, far and near; tor they ſhall feel it, when 
I ſhall viſit them for. their pride, covetouſneſs, and 
vile life, and puniſh them with great peſtilence and 

_ famine, in their towns and countries. I will alſo put 
the fword of my vengeance into their own hands, one 
againſt another, that they ſhall deſiroy one another, and I 
will ſmite them with great peſtilence. Let this be 
alſo ſaid to Szleſia, Pruſſia, Brandenburg, Thuringia, 
and Heſſen, yea, to all their principalities, earldoms, 
lands, cities, towns, and inhabitants; for I will viſit 
and humble them, ſaith the Lord God. 

Againſt Frankfort upon the River Mayn, faith 
the Lord God. 

« I will cauſe my banner to be lifted up againſt 
them, and bring a mighty number of warriors upon 
them, f. t. e. a. n. b. t. a. s. they ſhall ſtrictly block 
them up, and at laſt ſcale their walls, and take their 
city; and they ſhall be ſeverely chaſtiſed, and be diſ- 
treſſed with much fire and ſhor.” 

For they are very haughty and wicked againſt 
me. And of therr covelouſneſs and great exlortion there 
will be no end, among high nor low, rich nor poor, 
in the eccleſiaſtical nor ſecular ſtate and government; 
but 1 will ſoon, yea, ſoon humble their haughtineſs 
and covetouſneſs, as alſo their pride, and will declare 
unto them their great deſtruction: for 1 am the Lord, 
a very holy God, and do hate all ungodly deeds ; 
therefore will Jalſo chaſtiſe them with my four Rods; 
and when they ſhall have humbled themſclves; then 
will I heal them: for I am merciful, and a gracious 
God, and do ſoon repent, when men turn into them- 
ſelves, and repent ; but againſt the ungodly my anger 
endures for ever, and my fury, and the fire of my 

jealouſy 
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jealouſy is upon them, as the fire of hell, till I have 


deſtroyed them all, ſaith the Lord God. | 

This ſhall be thy judgment, O Frankfor! ! be- 
cauſe thou wouldſt not be warned by my ſervant 
Jobn Maximilian, whom I ſent unto thee, O Frank- 


fort, to warn thee, where he was made to declare to 


thee from me the judgment that ſhall come over 
the world. But thou haſt not obeyed my voice, nor 
given glory to my name, when I cauſed him to call 
thee to repentance, in thy church called the Deſcal- 
ceate Friars, but haſt deſpiſed my royal command 
unto thee, and not given ear unto my warning, and 
reviled the ſo great name of my majeſty ; as if my 
ſervants, that ſerve me, went aſtray, but your ſer- 
vants were wonderous wiſe: but I will ſoon diſcover 
it, and puniſh thee for thy diſobedience. Then I 
will judge thee; and if thou canſt ſhew that thou art 
in the right, I will not take away thy right from thee; 
but if thou canſt not ſhew it me, and I ſhall convince 
thee of thy obſtinacy, thou ſhalt partake of the fire of 
my jealouſy, and that ſhall conſume thee, with thy 
haughtineſs, covetouſneſs, and wickedneſs, ſaith the

DECLARATION OF THE JUDGMENT, 
| AND THE 
ANSWER TO IT, 
In FRANKFORT on the MAYN, 


VV HEN I had declared this in Frankfort, God 
called in my ſou], and ſaid, “Get up, make 
haſte and write, and lay it publicly before the eyes of 

all 
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all men, before the Emperor, kings and princes, knights 
and gentlemen, high and low, the generation of popes 
and prieſts, rich and poor, citizens and countrymen, 
men-ſervants and maid-ſervants, one with another, 
and ſay, The Lord God will ariſe and ſmite, and de- 
ſtroy the whole earth, with the ſword, famine, and 
with furious beaſts, and great peſtilence; therefore 
turn in your minds into yourſelves, O ye Emperor, 
and kings and princes, and all mankind that dwell 
upon my earth! Thus faith the Lord God, Humble 
yourſelves, and change your perverſe minds“. 

And I did fo, and went and ſought a convenient 
place, and wrote before the Lord this ſmall treatiſe. 
with his own words, as they are here to be read; for 
he commanded it, and put the words one after ano- 
ther in my pen, which he had taught me to thar end, 
and ſtrongly driven me to write, well nigh a year 
ago, in 1709, which I was firſt to declare, by the 
command of God, to the city of Frankfort, in the 
great Church of the Deſcalceates, and ſhew them the 
judgment firſt, in the church, in the preſence of all 
men, and afterwards before the Senate, in the Coun- 
cil-Houſe, as alſo in the Orphan-Houſe (where they 
had impriſoned me), in a great room, full of men 
and lords, where I was obliged twice to appear be- 


fore one of the preachers, called Willemer; to whom 


alſo I in like manner declared it, becauſe he was ap- 
pointed to make report thereof to the reſt of the 


preachers, or minifters : but they did all oppoſe me, 


and no man among them all would believe me; 
therefore the Lord ſpake unto me, © That I ſhould 
not declare the whole matter to them, but only that 
which was moſt neceſſary to lead them to repent- 
ance, for, as for the reſt, that they would not at all 
receive it, but only revile and blaſpheme; that I 
ſhould- therefore conceal it from, them, and after- 
' wards write it, and lay it before their eyes.” And it 


came to pals alſo, that when I mentioned ſomething 
G 2 before 
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before the Senate concerning the King of Sweden, and 
of the judgment and puniſhment of cities and coun- 
tries, as Saxony, and other places, they did not at all 
believe it, neither will they, till they all ſee it with 
their eyes, and the judgment be nigh at hand; then 
they will be forced to believe it, as being no more 
left to their will, but then they muſt, whether they 
ill or no. 
| Now when they had put me in priſon, in the 
Hoſpital, after I had ſpoke in the great church, I fell 
down upon my knees in the priſon, and thanked God 
for my priſon, and began to pray for the welfare of 
the city of Frankfort, and of all men. Then the voice 
of God ſpake in my heart, That 1 ſhould not pray for 
them, becauſe they deſpiſed all bis warnings, and would 
not recerve them. then upon my Knees imme- 
diately opened the Bible, and found under my right 
thumb theſe words of the prophet Iſaiah, chap. vi. 
v. 8,13. as follows: © Whom ſhall 1 ſend, and who 
will go for us? Then ſaid I, Here am I; ſend 
me. And he ſaid, Go and tell this people, Hear 
ye indeed, but underſtand not; and ſee ye indeed, but 
perccive not. Make the heart of this peole fat, and 
their ears heavy; and ſhut their eyes, leſt they ſee 
with their eyes, and hear with their ears, and under- 
ſtand with their hearts, and be converted and 
healed. Then ſaid I, Lord, how long? And he 
ſaid, Until the cities be waſted without inhabi- 
rants, and the houſes without man, and the land 
be utterly deſolate; and the Lord have removed men 
far away, and the land be utterly deſolate: but yet in 
it ſhall be a tenth, and ir ſhall return, and ſhall be 
eaten as a tcil-tree, and as an oak, whole ſubſtance is 
in them when they caſt their leaves; ſo the holy ſeed 
{hall be che ſubſtance thereof.“ This is the truth; yea, 
Amen! And when I came before the Senate the next 
day, it came to paſs juſt as the Lord had ſhewed me 
inwardly and outwardly: tor becauſe I was not of the 
order 
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order of prieſtood, but a poor h aer, they would 
receive nothing from me; but they were all offended 
at it. And the Senate forbad me ro ſpeak any more, 
and that I fhould no more declare any ibing in the church, 
nor in the ſtreei. But 1 ſaid, I cannot be ſilent; for [ 


muſt obey God rather than men. Whereupon they 


threatened me with baniſhment and impriſonment; 
and the next Sunday it was publiſhed from the pul- 
pits, that nobody, upon pain of impriſonment, and 
capital puniſhment, ſhould venture to do ſo again. 
I wiſh thee, dear Frankfort, that God would diſcover 
it to thee, that thou mayeſt flee from thy judgments 
to God thy Creator. Yet humble thyſelf before 
God, and bow down thy heart, and make it clean, 
and then the evil will be far from thee, and God will 
free thee from it.

Then ſhall my fire be kindled in many cities 
and countries up and down, towards the Eaft, and the 
Me, the South, and the North ; and the fire of war 
ſhall be kindled in all places, yea, a great religion- 
fire ſhall be kindled at the ſame time in all coun- 
tries ; and the fire ſhall wax greater and greater, and 
break forth into great flames, /o that they ſball /lay, 
ſhoot; fab, and ftrangle one another, wherever they meel ;

ders; and it ſhall come to pals, /ba! my people ſhall be 
forced to give way, and much people of the great Luthe- 
ran and Reformed ſects, whom I will prepare for myſelf, 
through great tribulation. And the great Catholic or 
Popiſh lect, together with thoſe that join with them 
of the two other ſes, ſhall have the victory. And 
the reſt of my people ſhall be forced to be exiles 
upon the earth; the South and the Weſt Wind ſhall 
drive and chaſe them away, ſaith the Lord God. 


And I heard a great voice in the night-ſeaſon, . 


upon my bed, ſpeaking to me, which ſaid, © There 
Hall a Hen ſpread forth her wings far, and ſhall with ber 
heat cover an Egg, and hatch it ; and ibence fhall ariſe 
unto me KING CHARLES, and be ſhall utter that firong 
Joyful thunder-voice, and ſhall be my firſt fruitful thun= 
der- voice upon the whole earth, When J had heard 
that, I was exceeding joyful, and praiſed the great 
King and Creator of heaven and earth, with power 
and thankſgiving to his great and holy name, that he 


had now given to his forſaken One, that had hitherto . 


ſat as a ſorrowful Widow, a Son, which would be

ſword againſt thee, which ſhall devour thy mighty 


ones, thy ſenators, thy rulers, thy judges, thy 
citizens, thy countrymen, thy clergy, and thy whole 
people, that have fo grievoufly ſinned againſt me, 
tor they are an impudent crew before me; therefore 
have I given them over to the ſword, to famine, and 
to the peſtilence. And there ſhall remain only a 
ſmall remnant, and them will I cleanſe for myſelf, that 
they may know me, ſaith the Lord God. 

Thus faith the Lord God of thee, Sw1lzerland : 
Humble thyſelf, therefore, before me, and ceaſe 
from thy great wickedneſs, by which thou haſt hi- 
therto ſinned againſt me, and ſo cruelly perſecuted my 
choſen ones, and ſo brutiſhly treated my Baptized ones, 
who are as well the work of my hands as thou art, 
yet haſt thou ſcattered them to and fro; for which 
great evil my wrath is waxed hot againſt thee; and I 
will, in the ſame manner, puniſh thee with great per- 
ſecution, and chaſe thee out of one country into ano- 
ther, and bereave thee of thy goods; for 1 will bring 
robbers upon thee, that ſhall rob thee, and take from 
thee, O Switzerland! thy great riches, and rob and 
ſpoil thee in all places, and burn thy houſes with 
fire. Taus will I make an end of thy pride, of thy 
diſſoluteneſs, and thy great whoredom, which thou 
praftiſeit from the higheſt to the lowelt, ſaith the 
Lord God. 

Therefore give honour and glory to God, yea, 
give him thy heart, that he may make it a habitation

He that will not do fo, him do I hate in 
good earneſt, and he ſhall be deſtroyed from off my 
earth; nor thall he fee my grace that is at hand, faith

- which he ſtood burned violently, and alſo devoured 
very far round about, till at laſt both theſe mountains 
burned near to each other; the one from the Eaſt to- 
wards the South and Wes, the other from the South 
and Weſt towards the Eat. The Lion and the Eagle 
ſtood both upon the flaming mountains, enraged 
againſt each other, till the Eagle's mountain burnt 
down a piece of the mountain towards the Ea, with 
dreadful flames, ſo that the Lron retreated towards the 
Eaſt. And the Eagle's mountain waxed great, and ex- 
tended itſelf very far, inſomuch hat two other ſmall 
mountains, of the burning mountain of the Eagle, 
were, as It were, totally ſwallowed up. And the 
people were - miſerably flain, and periſhed by the 
conſuming flames of fire of the two firit mountains 
of the Eaft and Weſt. 
And I beheld a great ſhip failing upon a great 
ſtream, towards the Eaſt and North, quite cloſed 
above, and within it there ſeemed to be men, which 
yet could not be very well diſcerned. And there 
was a maſter upon the ſhip, who had a great rudder 
in his hand, with which he governed the great ſhip 
that ſailed towards the Eaft and North. 

And inſtantly there was given unto me a lilile 
Hip, and a rudder in my hand: I had alſo people in it, 
who were allo covered and hid. I went and hy on 
the right ſide of the great ſhip, and he failed on the 
left. And the maſter of the great ſhip, who governed 
it, was very Lind unlo me and my ſbip, but becauſe I 
was not accuſtomed to failing nor to ſteering, having 
never in all my life governed any ſhip, the great 
waters were too ſtrong for me, ſo that I was in great 
danger of ſuffering ſhipwreck, the waters being like to 
ſink the ſhip that I governed; but J ſteered with all 
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my ſtrength, and the maſter of the great ſhip aſſiſted 
me, and ſhewed me and my company, that I had on 
board my ſhip, all manner of kindneſs. And imme- 

diately, with all ſpeed, I took hold of all that were in 
my little ſhip, and handed them to the maſter of the 
great ſhip, who took them to him into his ſhip; but 
I laid faſt hold with my hands on his ſhip, and ſo 
ſaved it till we were near the ſhore, when my ſhip 
ſunk down right; /u! ? got without any hurt aſhore, 
very far {awards the Haſt and North, and they ſhewed us 

tbe place for good peo ple, where we came without any 
harm at all. And being landed, I ſaw my boat, and 
another liltle boat, behind the great one, upon the 
water; and they ſwung themſelves above the waters 
on the other ſide, and kept near the great ſhip, which 
the waters could not hurt. And we beheld the 
lemple of the Lord, to wit, of the good people towards 
the North; and we ſung ſongs, and praiſed God, 
with a great mullitude of people, who were there aſ- 
ſembled together. And I heard a new Lord's Prayer 
out of the Greek, ſung in High Dutch excecding 

ſweetly by all the people, and it was very moving. 

Nou, when at firſt the comely Lion was ſome- 
what retired before the great out-ſpread Eagle, and 
could not conquer him, behold there flew a great Bird 
10 the help of the Lion from the Eaſt, with a great num- 
ber of feathers, in the ſhape of a terrible Lion, which 
few on a mighty great burning mountain; and the 
mountain burned terribly, and devoured the deeps 
and heights before it. And this great /ion-like Bird, 
with it's mountain, increaſed 11/elf very much towards 
the Weft and the South, till it came unto the mountain 
of the Eagle, and theſe two mountains burnt furiouſly 
1 againſt each other. And the great burning mountain 
1 from the Eaſt did devour and conſume the mountain of 
I . the great Eagle, towards the South and the Weſt, and 
lt the countries far about, ſo that the great Eagle was 
forced to ſurrender itſelf, with his mountain, to the 
great 
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great 7ion-like Bird towards the Eaſt. And the 
great Lion-Bird obtained great power, and reigned . 


over all lands. And the Northern Lion was exalted 
upon the great mountain; and there arofe imme- 


. diately a new bright ſun in it's full ſplendor, and a new 


bright ſhining moon appeared in the ſpiritual ſirmament, 
2with many lights. And the Name of the Northern Lion 
was ſpread abroad through many countries, and with 
thoſe that were with him he flew all their adver- 


ſaries, and laid their cities waſte. And the old fur 
became quite black, and the moon loſt it's brighineſs, and 


the old beaven vaniſhed away wholly with all it's lights; 

and the whole earih, under the whole beavens, was given 

unto the people of God. . 
This was that great Night-Viſion which I ſaw. 


Now when I awaked, I aſked the Lord what the 
meaning of this great Viſion was of the Burning 


Mountain? and he told me all that it fignified, but 


that I ſhould not reveal it all. And the Lord an- 
ſwered me again, with words out of the Bible, and 


- ſpake unto me out of the prophet Iſaiah, chap. xiii. 


ver. 6, 13. in theſe words: © Howl ye, for the day of 
the Lord is at hand; it ſhall come as a deltruction 
from the Almighty.”* Ver. 7. Therefore ſhall all 
hands be faint, and every man's heart ſhall fail.” 
Ver. 8. And they ſhall be afraid: pangs and ſorrows 
ſhall take hold of them; they ſhall be in pain as a 
wornan that travaileth, and they ſhall be amazed one 
at another; their faces ſhall be as flames.“ Ver. 9. 
* Behold the day of the Lord cometh, cruel both 
with wrath and fierce anger, to lay the land deſolate; 


and he ſhall deſtroy the ſinners thereof out of it.“ 


Ver. 10. © For the ſtars of heaven, and the conſtel- 
lations thereof, ſhall not give their light; the ſun 
ſhall be darkened in his going forth, and the moon 
mall not cauſe her light to ſhine.”” Ver. 11. *“ And 
I will puniſh the world for their evil, and the 
wicked for their iniquity; and I will cauſe the arro-

gancy of the proud to ceaſe, and will lay low the 
ughtineſs of the terrible.” Ver. 12. * I will make 
a man more precious than fine gold, even a man than 
the golden wedge of Ophir.“ Ver. 13. There- 
| Purly | will ſhake he heavens, and the earth ſhall re- 
—— out of her place, in the wrath of the Lord of 
Hoſts, and in the day of his fierce anger, ſaith the 
Lord God. 
| And the Lord ſpake unto me concerning the 
neto heaven, ſun, moon, and flars, in the new heavenly : 
world, and ſaid unto me, I will ſpread abroad my F 
holineſs and righteouſneſs in my world to come, over 
the whale carib, as a heaven; and I will enlighten with 
a bright ſplendor the whole earth, by means of my 
fun, Ibe everlaſting Goſpel, even the bright ſhining body of 
my dear Son Feſus Chriſt, who is the true ſun of all 
righteouſneſs, and ſhineth with a piercing luſtre and 
— from all the clear, ſhining, and purified 
bodies of his cle, throughout the hole earth: for he 
is the true ſun, in his ſpiritual generation, whom he 
has placed as ſpiritual kings and prieſts in my earth 
that is to come; whom I have cauſed to be called the 
lights of the world, and repreſented their ſpiritual 
kingdom by my natural ſun. Therefore have 1 
created them as a true ſun in my ſpiritual geſpel-frina- 
ment, in the future kingdom of God, and prieſtly 
kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt, to enlighten the people 
that come out of darkneſs, as a powerful and piercing 
light of the ſun; and they ſhall be the light, and exe- 
cute judgment over all men whom I ſhalt create, as 
{ſpiritual kings of God, and pricils of Jeſus Chriſt, 
that they may enlighten the whole heavenly earth, as 
a powerful ſunſhine, when I have made them to be 
one ſhepherd, and even all people under the heavens 
one ſheeptold, and when 1 ſhall eſtabliſh all my ele? 
for lights unto men. Thus will I manifeſt my ho- 
lineſs and righteouſneſs, as a new heaven upon the* 
earth, with many golden lights, together with my 
ſpiritual

in them, to enlighten his ſtars, which I will fix as 
lights, in my holineſs, round about him. And he 
ſhall cloath them with great luſtre, and my everlaſt- 
ing Goſpel ſhall by them make all creatures bright, 
ſhining and luſtrous, and Kindle them into brightneſs 
like a moon.

the Holy Spirit, may dwell, give light, live, reign, - 
and abide in them, and they in me, trom generation 
to generation; that I may make my habitation in 


them, and they in me, that ſo they may be, abide, 


live, reign, and rule, in and through me, and I in and 
through them, from henceforth and for evermore, 
ſaith the Lord God. This is that Sun, Moon, and 
all the Stars, which I will hide from the wicked ; nor 
ſhall my heavenly righteouſneſs and holineſs ſhine. 
unto them.“ | FO 
And the Lord ſaid unto me, © T. now 
thee what is the falſe Heaven, with it's Stars. The 
falſe heaven, which has at preſent extended itſelf ſo 
far, is nothing elſe but the unholy, and unrighteous 
Clergy. of Anti-Chrifiendom, in the Papacy, among 
the Lutherans, the Reformed, and all people in Anti- 
Chriſtendom. This  Babyloniſh Heaven declares 
nothing elſe, throughout their firmament, but their 
abominable idolairy and falſe Clergy, to the honour of 
their Baal, which they have choſen, and have ſpread 
themſelves far and near, with their ungodly ſuper- 
ſtition, as a heaven upon the earth, with all their 
| | fair 
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fair colours, ſcarlet, crimſon, gilded with gold, 
precious ſtones and pearls, &c. In a word, ſhe is 
an abominable heaven, a blood-thirſty firmament, a 
mother of fornications, and of all cruelty. upon the 
earth. | l | 
Therefore will I fold up this old heaven as a 
letter, with all it's ungodlineſs, unrighteouſneſs, and 
ſelf- aſſumed holineſs, and I will totally root them 
out from off the earth, that my new /prri/ual heaven 


may ſhine forth with it's righteouſneſs and holineſs 


upon the earth, where at preſent-nothing but the old 


heaven is to be ſeen. 
„And the od Sun,” ſaid he, “is the Amichriſt, 


and the falſe Goſpel which his father the devil has 


taught him, and is that dart glance which proceeds 
from him, and with which he gives light in his king- 
dom of darkneſs, and Kindleth his light in many 
men, and makes them wandering flar-lights, ſeducing 
thereby, if it were poſſible, my very elect. They are 
ſuch hot, fery ligbis, that they have hitherto, by their 
{corching heat, made my elect to faint, and often to 
be ſick and weak, by means of their great idolatry : 
for they have moſt ſnamefully corrupted my heaven, 
which I had ſpread forth amongſt them. They are 


' wandering flars, that together with their ſun, the 


corrupt bodies of their popes and prelates, and ſuch 
like idolatrous, dark ſun-bodies, ſo have over-heated 
and inflamed my people; for the devil has ſhincd 
through them, with all ungodlineſs, and roared as a 
fiery lion upon earth. . | 
« Their Moon,” ſaid he, © is the falſe church in 

the kingdom of nature, which is an /dol-bouſe, and 
Temple of tbe devil, with their whole crew, who are 
kindled and lighted by the ſun of Antichriſt, who 
has.made them an everlaſting temple for the devil, 
by his groſs idolatry; fo that I the 7 cannot dwell 
in them, much leſs in their idol-temples of fone, 
which ' Antichriſt has built in all ſeats and nations.

And all people have given their hearts over to the, 
devil for an habitation, by their pride, covetouſneſs, 
and all manner of luſts, drunkenneſs, gluttony, and 
whoredom, that they may thereby have free egteſs 
and regreſs with them at all times; and they ſet 
open the door of their hearts wide enough for him 
every day; but me, the living God, do they daily 
deſpiſe, and do chooſe rather to be the devil's brides, 
than to be the brides of my Son Jeſus Chriſt. For 
they deſpiſe me, and my Son Jeſus Chriſt, and are 
aſhamed to bear his croſs, becauſe it is ſo vilified by 
their father the devil. But what will be the end 
thereof? They ihall be deſpiſed by me again, faith. 
the Lord God. : 
And he ſaid farther unto me: “ The Sars in 
the unboly firmament, are their prieſts, their falſe pro- 
phets, Baal's prieſts, and idol-worſhippers, wandering 
ſpirits, and dark night-lights, miſty ſtars. Theſe. 
keep the moon, that is, the ungodly creo together, in 
their falſe idol- worſhip, bound with ſubtil ſnares, 
and dipped with falſe deceitful doctrine: but I will 
ſmite this ſun, this moon, and theſe ſtars, with the 
ſword, and will root them out by the plague, and by 
famine, and by fierce beaſts, till I have totally de- 
{troyed them from off the earth; for I will ſoon 
change the moon into blood, with a witneſs! And 
ſo J will ſoon make a ſhort end of all thefe falſe 
hghts of this heaven, that their wicked doings ſhall be 
forgotten for a long time, faith the Lord God. | 
Thus faith the Lord God: He that fears me 
now, and vel go out from the midſt of the ungodly, and 
will wholly forſake all their wicked works, and cleanſe 
his heart from fin, fo that he appears before me pure 
and clean, to him will I give great power and honour 
in my new world, and ſet a clean, pure, princely hat 
upon his head; and I will give unto him a golden 
crown, with the new name Jehovah; for I ama Lord 
of all lords, and a King of * kings, in heaven and on 
earth. 
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earth. And I will clothe: him with a royal priefilf 
robe, as my high prieſt Aaron, and he fhall have 
the golden ſcepier, and ihe light and judgment for ever 
in my houſe, over my people whom 1 will create. 
And he ſhall govern the nations as a ſhepherd; and 
I will give him the golden 4#ea/i-girdle of a clean 
heart, and the pure /bicld of faith for an everlaſting 
ſeal of his final redemption; and will gird upon his 
thigh a ſharp and moſt victorious ſword, that he ſhall 
be able therewith to ſlay all, and to make them alive 
again. And I will give him Jig and life, underſtand- 
ing and 2wi/dom ; for I am your ſhield and crown, and 
your everlaſting and eternal reward; and in every one 
the alpha and omega, the beginning and the end, the 
firſt and the laſt; yea, Amen. . 
Fe” This is the promiſe, dear Sion, that God has 
pPromiſed thee, life everlaſting; and he gives ſalva- 
tion to his people, to the praiſe of his holy and ever- 
laſting name. | 
Here now has the Lord ſealed his whole /piri- 
tal tribe. of Jacob, which are the twelve regenerated. 
ſpiritual generations, according to the number of the 
twelve apoſtles of the Lamb, from among all hea- 
thens and Jews, that have been converted by the 
Goſpel, which has been preached now'unto the na- 
tions theſe ſeventeen hundred and ten years to this 
day. Theſe are they that are not defiled with wo- 
men, and that follow the Lamb whitherſoever he 
goes 


But know that the Spirit ſaith : There is neither 
man nor woman in Chriſt, for they are all one in 
him; for he gives them equally a manly heart, to the 
one as to the other, of all thoſe that are faithful to 
him of either ſex; for they are both partakers of the 
unmoveable Spirit which is of Chriſt, and are one 
right being in. God, and partakers of the unmoveable 
Spirit from Chriſt, and are in God one.true being, 
and partakers of the unchangeable power and might 
& | of 
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of the Spirit which is in God, So that there is no- 
thing at all that is womaniſh in them, that are truly 
in God and in Chriſt. 

But they are women, who are wavering and un- 
fable, that are continually driven to and fro, and 
turning as a reed with every wind. And though in 
the eyes of men they ſeem to be men, yet the Spirit 
calls them women, becauſe there is nothing to be 
diſcerned or ſeen in them that is man-like, but folly 
and womani/ſh talkativeneſs, for they are an unpro- 
fitable and tattling generation, and their higheſt 
wiſdom and abilities is mere womaniſh folly, having 
hearts void of underſtanding: and if at any time they 
would be doing ſome good thing, yet there is no good 
foundation laid in them for a | bottom; but they 
do the evil as they do the good, and ſo ſpoil the good 
with the evil they do. | 

Thus have I, faith the Spirit of prophecy, been 
willing to deſcribe what wen and women are in a trug 
ſenſe; and it is an everlaſting truth, that fo it is. 
Now none of theſe have ever yet had Chriſt for their 
head, whether they be men or women in nature: there- 
fore I call them, ſaith the Spirit, mere unprofiteble, 
praliling, and wavering women, that can do nothin 
but prate and talk concerning my Chriſtendom. f 
ſpeak not here of a mere wordling, ſaith the Spirit, 
but alſo of them that will pretend 10 know me, and who 
one while are on my fide, and another while on the 
| ſide of the world; of theſe, ſaith the Spirit, are my 
words chiefly to be underſtood: for I know the world 
very well, that they are womaniſh; and not anly fo, 
but as has been ſaid, they are a falle /erpen/ine ſpirit, 
Therefore I ſpeak unto you, that are neither half nor 
whole, neither hot nor cold, but ſhifting on both 
ſides; and ye are the women whom I here ſpeak of, 
faith the Spirit. | 

Nou he that defiles himſelf with ſuch women, and 
ſuffers himſelf to be —_— and fro by them, be is 
. not 
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not yet a pure virgin of Feſus Chriſt; for he is ſtill of 


the number of talkative women, and defiled with 
their fins. . But thoſe that have no fellowſhip with 
ſuch women, nor with the ſerpent, ſo as not to be 
defiled by them, nor to defile himſelf with their fins, 
but begins to be a true man in Chriſt Jeſus, in his 
holineſs, in his mercy, in his lowlineſs, in his purity, 
in his chaſtity, in his ſervice of love, following his 
ſteps, in his ſelf. denial, in his poverty; he that is 
ſuch a man, with and in Chriſt, whether ſuch a one 
in nature be a nan or woman, to him I ſay, ſaith 
the Spirit, that he fhall be worthy to follow the 
Lamb whitherſoever he goeth. And theſe are they 
whom I /eal in their forebeads, and will confirm in 
their hearts, againſt all aſſaults of the devil, and the 
world, and no creature ſhail be able to ſeparate them 
from Chriſt, nor to move them from following him, 
though it were into the deepeſt ſufferings ; for I have 
ſealed the foreheads of their hearts, that they are 
firmly eſtabliſhed in God, as a wall of iron, Theſe 
are they that turn not aſide for any ignominy or re- 
proach, but ſtand faſt as Mount Sion, which js not to 
be moved; for they are ſure that God will preſerve 
the pledge they have committed to him, They 
make nothing of any reproach, though from the very 
devil himſelf, but do preſs forward ; and as a ſharp 
diamond that cuts the hard glaſs, ſo. do they cut 
through all reproach, by their great patience, and do 
bleſs when they are reviled; for that they are ſure 
their deliverance- or redemption is at hand. - They 
lift up their weak heads in Chriſt, and being made 
- ſtrong in him, they learn the new ſong, and mount 
up to the heavenly fortreſs of Sion, and ſing with a 
loud voice, yea, they paſs through the tribulation into 
the paradiſical joy of paradiſe, and no ſorrow can 
move them. No uncircumciſed one, nor any wo- 
man, can learn this new and wonderful ſong; but only 
a true believer, who flees from women as from a 
Om anos remedy i as 15. ſerpent, 
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ſerpent, that they may nor be their ruin: for the 
judge is at the door, and knocketh; happy art thou, 
if thou openeſt unto him in the day of his mercy, then 
ſhalt tou from henceforth go with him into the true 
joy of the marriage-feaſt. Amen, yea Amen. 

For thus faith the Lord God, My people that have 
abode fairhful unto me hitherto in the oppreſſion will 
I bring forth with a ſtrong hand, and with an out- 
ſtretched arm will I lead them, and in the time of the 
great ſcorching heat, when the trial comes, the great 
clouds ſhall overthadow them; ſo that they ſhall receive 
refreſhment and confidence under it, and be preſerved 
from the great tempeſts and rain, from the hail and 
the great ſtorm, which I will bring over the moun- 
tains of the ungodly; and in the night-ſeaſon I will 
preſerve them by a pillar of fire, that ſhall ſhine over 
them ; for I will be their God, and their everlaſting 
light, day and night; and I will place my cloud be- 
twixt the Egyptians' hoſt and the hoſt of Ifrael, till 
my people are gone through the ſea. of blood dry, 
g. a. g. d. ſ. w. m. n. before the night cometh, and 
before the great woe breaks in. 

Then ſhall the children of God ſkip as the 
young lambs in the fields, and the wild goats upon 
the high moutains; yea, the mountains themſelves 
ſhall leap for joy, and the kings ſhout with gladneſs, 
becauſe of the camp of rhe ſaints. They ſhall have 
in their hands and mouths the true praiſing harps of 
God, and ſhall continually fing with gladneſs and 
dances the Song of Moſes and of the Lamb. Their 
ſhepherd Moſes, and my ſervant David, ſhall lead up 
the hoſt of the ſaints, and march betore them, as in 
the days of old, and my prieſt Aaron with them; 
and they ſhall bring their theep to a certain place, 
where the ſhepherds and their ſheep ſhail be ſafe. 
And the ewes ſhail receive their young and famiſhed 
ſheep, and ſhall give them ſuck, till they become 
great and fat, and very ſtrong in the Lord God: fo 
N | that 
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chat they ſhall be well fed with ſpiritual living food 
and drink, by their mother that ſhall receive them, 

For my ſheep and my lambs ſhall ſuck the breafls of 
the kings under the whole heavens ; but / great 
breaſts of one ewe ſhall my people have wholly to them- 
elves, faith the Lord God, d. t. v. r. r. They ſhall 
ſuck and grow fat with the breaſts of her conſo- 
lation, and be fully comforted in her: for ſhe is a 
city of peace, and a comfort to all people that I have 
created, and ſhall create for my peace ; ſo that they 
ſhall have peace and reſt in me, and taſte and enjoy 
eternal ſalvation: for the nurſe of my ſons and daugh- 
ters is a peaceab'e lamb, a country in which I will 
give them their fill of milk and honey; for the bleſ- 
ling of the Lord is an overflowing lea therein. O 
land! land! land! thou art bleſſed unto me from the 
Lord ; thou ſhalt always be called a Sion of the Moſt 
High, and a city of peace, a city in which righteouſ- 
neſs ſhall dwell, and ſhe ſhall take in my ſons and 
daughters. Theſe ſhall enjoy and for ever poſſeſs the 
great bleſſings of the Lord; for I will ſhower down 
bleſſings enough from heaven upon thee, thou land of 
the Lord, and city of peace. 

And 1 will alſo command my ſeven fruitful 
tbunders upon my land, that they ſhall, from my 
fruitful heaven, cauſe voices of bleſſing to be ſounded 
throvgh ſeven great times, and move and ſhake my 
earth, that my clouds may give fruitful rain upon my 
bleſled earth, and that my earth may flouriſh, and be 

reen, when the ſummer breaks forth, and I ſhall 
give fruitful rain. Then my olive-trees ſhall ſprour, 


yea, my people, my vineyard ſhall bloſſom, and all 


my trees {hall be fruitful, and bring forth a hundred- 
fold fruits; I the Lord will ſpeedily do it, and rejoice | 
that my hour is come. I, I the Lord will give unto 
my people peace, and continually do them good, by 
S. h. whom 1 will fend one after another ro my 


eleq, to their refreſhment and everlaſting reſt and 
ſafety, 
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Tafety, that they ſhall ſtand as out-hewn #alconies or 
alleries upon my ſeven” fruitful mountains, and 
uffer my elect to dwell in the land of b/effing. For 

my elect ſhall have tabernacles in the land of fruitful- 
eſs, and fit under the ſhadow of great far-ſpreading 

es, For my land, that I will give to my 
ele, ſhall be a fat and very fruirful land, to the re- 
freſhing of all thoſe that ſhall inherit my bleſſing. 

For my elect ſhall fee it with their eyes, and hear it 

with their ears; for they, yea, my elect, ſhall be 

bleſſed with many fruitful years, that are very rich; fo 
that my land, which I have given them, ſhall give 
them peace, and joy, and all ſatisfaction to the full.

And my dear Father was very friendly, and ſaid 
to his ele, «© Thou fon of man! And I ſaid, Here 
we are; ſpeak, for we thy unworthy ſervants hear.” 
And he ſpake again to us all with theſe words out of 
the 107th Pſalm, thus: Ver. 1. Give thanks unto 
the Lord, for he is gracious, and his mercy endureth 
forever.” Ver 2. Let the redeemed of the Lord ſay ſo, 
whom he hath redeemed from the hand of the enemy.” 
Ver. 3. And gathered them out of the lands, from the 
caſt and from the weſt, from the north and from the 
ſouth.” Ver. 4. © They wandered in the wilder- 
neſs, in a ſolitary way; they found no city to dwell 
in.“ Ver. 5. Hungry and thirſty, their fouls 
fainted in them.“ Ver. 6. Then they cried unto 

the 
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the Lord in their trouble, and he delivered them in 
their diſtreſſes. Ver. 7. And he led them forth 
by the right way, that they might go to a city of 
habitation.“ i. m. v. m. n. Ver. 8. They ſhall 
praiſe the Lord for his goodneſs, &c. (and ſoon to 
the end of the 16th verſe of that pſalm.) When he had 
ſaid this, he ſnewed me a great fiery furnace, in which 
his people lay; and he brought them forth, with 
great might, by a mighty man of valour, without 
the leaſt hurt by the fire, as Shadrach, Meſhach, and 
Abednego.

And the South and Weſt winds ſhall be 
ſorely beaten by the Eaſt winds, ſo that men ſhall be 
as ſcarce in theſe lands as gold in many places; and 
the people ſhall be ſwept out as with beſoms, becauſe 
of their great ſins and wickednels; for it ſhall be as if 
one ſword devoured another, and one man ſtrangled 
another; yea, there ſhall be ſo great miſery upon earth 
as never was before known, ſince the time that men 
have lived upon the earth.

And the Lord God: ſhewed me, in a vifion 
of the night, a certain ſpiritual perſon, who was a 
virgin, and had a great printed table in her hand, 
which ſhe held 7z:ce before my eyes, in which I taw 
written, Great Peſiilence ! and within, round about 
the brim or verge, ſtood cities and men deſcribed in 
their forms, and by them ſtood written the names of 
the ſeveral places and men.

And the virgin 
that held the table ſaid unto me, I will now go away, 
and declare unto all men in the cities and countries, the 
judgment of the plague. And I ſaw her depart, and 
cry out unto cities and countries to repent; for the 
Lord would ſmite them with great peſtilence. And 
I followed his ſpiritual virgin, and 1 allo declared all 
theſe things that I had ſeen and read in that printed 


table, upon which aroſe @ great lumult among the 


people; and the plague came, and took away great 


multitudes. 

This was the night-viſion of the great plague, 
which I ſaw written in the table of that /piritual 
virgin. 

And the Lord of Hoſts called unto me the next 
night, and ſaid, Arie, my meſſenger, ariſe, my ſervant 
Maximilian, and wrile ihis ſaying which 1 fhall tell 
thee; to wit, thus: © The Lord God will ariſe with 
the judgment of his jealouſy, and ſmite the whole

and ceaſe from your wickedneſs, with which you 


cauſe the land to fin ; and all ye that dwell in cities, 
towns, and countries, muſt humble yourſelves before 
my great and high majeſty, whether high or low, 
oung or old, rich or poor, learned or unlearned; 
for I the Lord am a jealous God towards the un- 
godly, and an avenger of all wickedneſs: I will 
avenge myſelf upon all the wicked, and no man 
ſhall prevail with me any longer, until I have avenged

Behold thou lookeſt upon thylelt to be wiſer than Da- 
niel, and all my ſervants, and that there is no ſecret 
hid from thee; and haſt gotten unto thyſelf, by thy 
wiſdom and underſtanding, ſuch power, and trea- 
ſures of gold and ſilver, and made thy cloiſters rich, 
and haſt by thy great wiſdom and traffic obtained fo 
great power and riches, and thine heart is lifted u

Therefore did 
the devil, in the ſerpent, transform himſelt into an 
angel of light, and hid himſelf in the ſerpent, as if he 
had been in bim the ſpirit of wiſdom; and on titis 
' wiſe he deceived Adam and Eve, the faireſt arctul 

image of the divine majeſty itſclf. | 
Behold, dear men, why did not God imme- 
diately curſe the ſerpent, and make him dumb, as all 
other beaſts, before he had ſeduced Eve, for then he 
could not have deceived her? Or do you ſuppoſe 
the tricks of the ſerpent were hid from God? I tell 
you no; God knew it all S re- band how it would be; 
but man twas lo be tried. Thetetore God created ſuch 
a reaſon-wiſe ſerpent, and let it walk upright on t he 
earth, with the ſanctified children of God, in the 
Gatden of Eden, that man ſhould thereby learn to 
know himſelf; for God knew man even before he 

created him. | 

Therefore God created the ſpiritual man. with 
underſtanding, and all othef beaſts irrational; that the 
ſpiritual man might daily draw his underſtanding from 
God, and return it into God again. But man turned 
' his underſtanding from God, and made himſelf a 
' fervant to the creature, and took his delight in the 
creature; and the creature bereaved him of his un- 
derſtanding, and ſo he loſt the divine image in him- 
elf; and the creature, without underſtanding, began Ibere- 
\ _ lo make a trial upon Adam and his poſterity. Then 
the devil began to beſtir himſelf, ſeeking an oppor- 
tunity how he might a enter into Adam, that 
| out 
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out of him, who was an habitation of God, he might 
make an habitation of beaſts, and all unclean ſpirits; 
and found a ſerpent, whom he inſtructed to that purpoſe, 
that, by him, he might make to himſelf a way or en- 
trance into man; and he ſucceeded in his deſign upon 
Adam and Eve by means of the ſerpent; wherefore he 
is alſo called the Old Serpent, which is the Devil, and 
Satan; who, to this very day, ſeduceth the whole ha- 
bitable world by ſuch a /erpentine priefbood, and 
Baal's ſervants, whom he teaches for this purpoſe: for 
by theſe ſerpents he deceives mankind, by command- 
ing them to obſerve other commandments and laws, 
contrary to the commandments and laws of God, 
which was the way of theſe /erpents from the begin- 
ning. | 
Wo thus Adam and Eve departed in their 
hearts from the command of God, and obeyed the 
ſerpents, and their father the devil, who had made 
them learned. 

Mind well, O dear men, the myſtery of this Se- 
devil, the. ſerpent, who thus daily deceives you, and 
plants in you diſobedience unto God and his holy 
commands, and makes of you an habitation'of the 
devil. Behold, are not all the erroneous paſtors, 
prieſts, and /cripture-learned, in all ſects, nations, and 

eople, this very ihe-deceiver? Are they not, together 
with the devil, the landlords of the riches and trea- 
ſures of the world? Do they not take gold of thoſe 
lords, who, together with the evil ſpirits, do rule the 
world? Where are they that take care of your ſouls, 
who, for Chriſt's fake, preach unto you for nothing, 
from their love of God, and of thy poor ſoul ? But, out 

. of love to their belly do thoſe preach; which they have 
choſen, together with the devil, for their god. There- 
fore it is that they are ſuch buſy bodies; and for the 
ſame reaſon they like well to be where they find 
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1 great and fat prebends, benefices, and confejſuon-pence ; all 
15 which heir purple cloak, and their hypocritical gliſtering 

_ ſerpenl- Kein advances them to; ſo that they get ho- 
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nour in the world, and become Curates of hell. Here 
they greatly buſy themſelves, and are not Jeſus 
Chriſt's meſſengers, to take care of ſouls, as ſhep- 
herds of his kingdom; but are lazy ſheep-dogs, that 
cannot bark againſt the wolf that comes to worry 
and devour the ſheep of Jeſus Chriſt; but only 
make a fair ſhew, as their fore-runners in the Old 
Teſtament, with their falſe, ſerpentine, gliſtering 
prophets-ſkin, which is the purple cloak and ſheep's 
cloathing ſhewn without, while the devil, the aſſault- 
ing band-dog or maſtiff, and worrying wolf, lies hid 
within, who has brought ſo many thouſand ſheep of 
Jeſus Chriſt to the ſlaughter, and torn them to pieces 
with his teeth. You Hall eaſily diſcern and know 
them by their fruits, their life and converſation, faith 
the Lord God. Then you will ſee, when you prove 
them aright by the word of God, that they have only 
put on the holy-ſeeming /erpent-/#in, with the figure of 
the Lamb outwardly; but their actions and ſpirit in- 
wardly are of the dragon, who is the lord and king of 
all the ungodly in this world: for this was the very 
glittering {kin of the old ſerpent, the appearing ſneeps 
cloathing of our modern ſcribes; for the was juſt fo 
full furniſhed with ornaments, framed and ſtudied 
diſcourſes, which ſhe had learned from her father the 
devil, and made uſe of to our firſt mother Eve, and 
followed her till he had deceived her with the for- 
ph N fruit, which is the knowledge of good and 
evil. | | 
Doſt thou not ſee now, dear man, with what the 
old ſerpent has deceived mankind? ls it not that very 
knowledge that the devil taught her, and which the 
ſerpentine prieſthood teach ever ſince unto men, the 
poiert'y of Eve, the mother of all living? O the 
1orrible wiles of che devil! who has fo ſhamefully 
| ſpoiled a living ſoul, who before was called by God 
himſelf the mo/ber of all /iving, to become afterwards, 
by the devil's means, the mother of all the dead. 
N 2 Q, dear 
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O, 1 man! RY ep thou doſt, forget not 
this dreadful example that is here ſet before thy eyes, 
and conſider well this ſerpent, and the properties ſhe 
* hath. She is very crooked when ſhe creeps: ob- 

ſerve, this is her ſubtilty, and her falſe heart, which 
ſhe makes uſe of towards thee, to teach thee a falſe re- 
ligion, and draw thee aſide from the / imple, plain, hea- 
venly way, that fo, by her perverſe knowledge, ſhe 
may lead thee to hell in ber crooked ways. Pray unto 
God to give thee the ſtrong /taff of Moſes ; that is, to 
ſend his wi/dom into thy heart, that it may ſanctify 
thee, and ſwallow up all the ſerpents in thee, that draw 
away thy heart from God; then thou wilt not be in 
danger of being outwardly deceived by them. Yet 
be not altogether ſecure, OG man! whoever thou art; 
but try thyſelf, whether thou doſt not yet cleave unto 
theſe ſerpentine prieſts, and blindly truſt thy ſoul with 
them. Therefore take heed what thou doſt ; truſt 
thy ſoul with none of them all, but try him according 
to the word of the Lord, in his life and actions. If 
he be not proud, not covetous, no drunkard, not 
contentious, not quarrelſome, not deſirous of honour; 
but gentle, 'mercitul, meek, patient, and a true fol-

This is written for a warning 
and trial to eyery one that deſires to be faithful to 
God : for the time of his judgment is come, in which 
God will judge all that have ſinned againſt him. 
| It thou wilt take warning, and avoid all occaſion of 


ſinning, 
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finning, and become a new creature before God, thou 
| ſhalt eſcape the judgment, and obtain grace, and 
finally be redeemed from all evil. Amen. 

O repent, repent all of you, that are called by 
the name of Chriſtians, for an heavy judgment is 
kindled againſt you by the wrath of God! for if you 
do not turn to God with all your hearts, the Lord 
will exert great wrath againſt you, and deal with you 
as with the cities of Sodom and Gomorrha; for you 
are already by God condemned to the fire and ſword, 
to the famine and peitilence.. O be converted, be 
converted ! faith the Spirit; for this I declare to 


ou, becauſe God bids me, and it is his command 


that I ſhall declare the truth and his judgments unto 
you. Give ear, therefore, and awake, all ye that fleep 
ſo faſt in ſin. Do you not hear the voice of the 
thunder-trumpet, which I ſound in your ears with all 
my might? Buwif you will not hear the ſound of 
the trumpet, then incline your ears, and hear the 
great repenlance- bell, which I will toll for you before 
you die. | 

Therefore awake from your horrible fins, change 
yourſelves, and be converted. O amend your- 
ſelves! for God is in good earneſt, to have you 
change your minds from your wicked works, and 
from the great evils which you have committed be. 
fore the Lord from your youth up, fince the begin- 
ning of Chriſtianity. For God has already com- 
plained grievouſly of thee, O Chriſtendom ! in the 
Old Teſtament, by all his ſervants the prophets, 
when he revealed to them thy abominable wicked- 
nels; which they ſaw afar off to be ſo abominable, 
that it made them call unto thee as from far, by the 
10 prom word and examples which they have lefr 
behind them : and they have faithfully warned thee, 
but thou haſt not followed them, nor taken warnin 
from them, though God has laid many example 
before thee for thy warning, and ſo ſeverely pu- 
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niſhed the hardened Jews and others, for an example 
to thee; but yet thou haſt remained to this day wicked,

For God puniſhed her for 
their adullery, and for their /piritual whoredom ; be- 
cauſe they. brake their marriage with God, and the 
covenant of faith, which God had made and eſta- 
bliſhed with their fathers. For God, in the begin- 
ning, took he Few people in marriage, as his ſpiri- 
tual wife, who ſhould bear unto him ſpiritual chil- 
dren, in the kingdom of Sion, till her time was ful. 
filled, that the Jewiſh church would no longer bring 
forth children unto God in his ſpiritual kingdom, but 
rew wicked againſt God, and went a whoring after 
Te idols, and was with Thie by them in the bed of 
whores, and brought forth children in the kingdom 
of the devil. Now when God ſaw that ſhe did play 
the whore, and would no more conceive the pure ſeed 
of his Word, which he, as her true huſband, had ſown in 
her, nor would ſhe fruct ty thereby, and bring forth 
ſpiritual children in the kingdom of God, he delivered 
her up to a ſevere judgment, and rejected hal adul- 
tereſs Fudah, and chole thee, O heathen ! in her place, 
and took thee in marriage for his 8. n; but becauſe 
ye do now the very ſame thing which the whorihh and 


' -bardened Fews did, in whoſe ſtead God had choſen 


the heathen for a church, he has now poured out for 
thee thy ſiſter's cup, to wit, her heavy judgment to the 
full. And the ſame, O heathen! ſhalt thou now 
drink off, as deep and wide as it is, even as thy fifter 
Judab has drunk it, till thou art wholly thy 
an 
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and periſhed from the earth. Yea, thou ſhalt ſuffer 
double to what the Jews did; for they had not thee 
for a warning, but thou, heathen! haſt had her for 
thy warning, and ſeen her puniſhment, and yet haſt 
not amended thyielf. Therefore the floods do haſten 
that ſhall be the rods, wherewith thou ſhalt be beaten 
till thou bleed to death. Lea, Amen. 

When God, in the beginning, took you Gentzles 
in marriage for his Son Jeſus Chriſt, before you were 
found wicked, then were you acceptable to God, and 
he gave you his Son in wedlock, for thou waſt mer- 
ciful and liberal to the neceſſitous members of thy 

huſband. When they had no place of abode, thou 
didſt harbour them, as the children of Jeſus, which 
thou haſt brought forth to thy huſband. If they 
were thirſty, thou gaveſt them drink, both for body 
and foul; for thou wert then upright, pertect, or 
without blemiſh, as a pure v:rgin, and hadſt podly bi- 
ſhops amongſt thee, by whom thou didſt give drink 
to thy children, till they were grown up, and come 
to be men in Chriſt. :

bride in thy youth, ſaith the Spirit of Prophecy. 

But when thou beganſt /o wax great, to grow 
up, and to ſpread thyſelf far abroad into great na- 
tions, and gotteſt great waters, and waſt watered as a 
garden of God, and ſtretchedſt out thy arms over the 
ifles of the Gentiles, and extendedſt thy power into 
large countries; then thou beganſt to have an evil eye 
towards thy true huſband, and deſpiſedſt him, and 
cleavedſt unto ſtrangers, to wit, unto great Popes, 
Emperors, and to many kingdoms of the heathens, 
and becameſt wholly eſtranged from Jeſus, thy 
true huſband, and beganſt to be a//opetber carnal, and 
commiliedſi abominable adultery with thoſe ſtrange lo- 
vers and idolaters. For thou forſookeſt thy God as a 
harlot, and didſt run away from Chriſt, as a wife that 
goes a whoring from her huſband, even as Judab, tby 
eldeſt ſiſter, did before thee, and thou didſt make a 
Baal of thy huſband, changing his inviſible form 
into an zdo/-image. Yea, thou didſt take a block and 
a ſtone, and out of it didſt carve all manner of images 
to thyſelf: thou didſt knzel down before them, in a 
zealous devotion, as by „iter did before the calves, 
and ſo didſt make wood and ftones a god, which yet 
is no god, but a block and a ſtone, and is made by 
men. For thou haſt deſpiſed my mean appearance, 
and I am become too low for thee in my poor ſtate, 
becauſe I would not be great with thee in the world, 
which lies in the wicked one, which plealed thee 
better, in her pomp and ſhow, than my poor life. 
Therefore thou haſt chofen he great and mighty ones of 
this world for thy huſbands ; but thou / deſpiſed me, 
and forſaken the everlaſting covenant with me, and 


committeſt now abominable adultery with all the 
kingdoms of the whole earth. Thou art not only x 
great and /tately prieſi-whore, but alfo a common whore 

. ro 
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to all men, and filleſt all countries with thy baſfard- 
children, which thou haſt had by thy fleſhly hul- 
bands, through thy whoredoms, in thy defiled, com- 
mon, pompous church-beds. Yea, all the ifles of the 
heathens are full of thy whoredoms, and the report of 
thy great /a/civiou/ne/s is gone forth to the end of the 
world, ſo very abominably is thy great whoredom 
laid open.

firſt ſiſter, the Fews, daily before her eyes, and knows 
how ſeverely God hath puniſhed them for their 
adultery, becauſe they brake their marriage-covenant 
with God, ſo that they are to this day a curſe and a 
laughing-ſtock to all nations under the whole heavens: 
for although they had my outward temple, and my 

O preached. 
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preached word dwelt among them, according to the 
| law; yet, notwithſtanding, all they did was an abo- 
3 mination to me, whilſt they eſteemed the grandeur, 
pleaſure, and honour of the world more than me and 
my law, which I had given them: for they flew my 
true witneſſes and prophets, whom I had ſent to them 
ſor their good; therefore in great numbers have I 
rejected them as filth, and avenged the blood of my 
ſervants upon them.

The Lord God cauſes thee once more to be 


called upon and warned; therefore obſerve well tbe 


ſigns of the preſent times, which he has repreſented to 
thee, as a warning and example, by the creature void of 
underſtanding. Aſk now the creature, and it will an- 
ſwer thee ; aſk it wherefore God ſuffered /o many 1rees 
in the fields and gardens, in meadows, and on the high- 
ways, to be frozen to death, and they will moſt cer- 
taialy tell thee, and anſwer, It was for an example unto 
yon Cbriſtiaus that the Lord hath thus deſtroyed us 
with his hard and ſharp winter, that we from hence- 
forth might he your preachers to call you to re- 
pentance; but if you will not hear us, nor be warned 
by our example, but will reje& our call to repent- 
ance, which we daily declare before your eyes and

dren of God; for you act great wickedneſs upon earth, 
and do plague the meek, and afflict the peaceadle, that 
are begotten and born within thyfelf, unto the Lord. 


And thou haſt killed them before they were become

* 
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perfect inthe new birth, and ſo art a blood-ſhedder and 
murderer of thy own children, for with thy ſword were 
they ſlain; and thou haſt behaved thyſelf more wick - 
edly than ever the Jews did. This is now before t he 
Moſt High in writing, as a note of remembrance; 
and he remembers thy violence, and thy _ ini- 
go and will now ſuddenly caſt thee out of his fight. 
Obſerve it, O ye children of men! he has warned 
you enough hitherto, and warns you ſtill, every day ; 
but you reject all his living teſtimonies. The chil- 
dren of God, that give thee good counſel, you revile, 
and deal cruelly with them; for ye whip them, and 
chaſe them from country and people, and have hi- 
therto dealt very unmercifully with them: nor do 
you regard any of God's warnings any more, though 
he has oft and many times warned thee by ear/hly and 
heavenly ſigns, that he has ſent unto thee. But if thou 
aſkeſt where, or when? 1 ſhall tell thee; to wit, when 
God faſtened that great comet-ſign, in the year 1680, 
as a great beſom, 'and bound rod, in the window of 
heaven for a 'warning to thee; for God threatened 
thee by it, as a father is uſed to threaten his naughty 
children with a ſtick or a rod before he ſtrikes with it. 


Thus God: ſhewed you, wicked children, his great 


rod in the heavens long before; but thou wouldeſt 
not amend thy ways, but art hitherto grown worſe 
and worſe, and art at preſent horridly ſecure, and har. 
dened in thy wickedneſs ; therefore ſhalt thou now be 
1 puniſhed with his beſom. 
Moreover, hear the voice of my 88 5 
admonition, concerning rhe figns of theſe times. A few 
years ago God ſhewed thee a great darkneſs of the fun, 
when the ſun, forewarning you, put on a large mourn 
ing ſackcloth, ſo that the darkneſs was extraordinary 
great all over Cbriſſendom, the day afler the ſpiritual 
aſcenſion of Feſus Chriſt. This ſun was, for a figure to 
thee, quite covered, ſo that in many places it could 
be ſeen no more: and this alſo God has ſhewed thee 
for a wr but ye remain ſtall. very unthankful.to 


God, 
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God, as before, and will not yet be thankful to him 
from your hearts for his ſun, which is the goſpel 
grace-light. 

Therefore hear now what the Holy Ghoſt ſaith 
to you, concerning the ſpiritual Aſcenſion of this 
time. God will call unto him his Son Joszen, a 
Nazarene ſprout, out of Babel: the ſame ſhall ſhoot 
up in great power towards the Eaſ, even into the 
very paradiſe of the ſpiritual heaven; and this branch 
ſhall be ſnatched up from out of the midſt of thee 
into the throne of God, which ſhall be ſhewn among 
the children of men upon the new heavenly earth. 
After this ſpiritual aſcenſion, God ſhall ſend thee a 
great ſpiritual ſun-darkneſs, or eclipſe, throughout 
the whole Roman Empire, that thou ſhalt run from 
City to city, and from fea to ſea, to ſeek thy goſpel- 
ſun, and ſhalt not find it.“ 

This has the Lord revealed to me, concernin 
the darkneſs of the ſun, with regard to thee, O hea- 
then! who calleſt thyſelf Chriſtian, and it is written 
for thy warning; for I ſay unto thee, that in the day 
of this great darkneſs the Lord will lay hold of his co- 
met- rod, which he ſhewed thee long ago in the win- 
dow, and he will thut his eyes upon you, and will 
ſirike thee in his fury, that thou ſhalt feel it with a 
witneſs. And though thou ſhouldſt in that day cry 
unto God, yet he will not bear thee ; for he will ſhut 
up his heaven with ſeven iron gates, and ſeven locks, 
and beſides itop his ears, that no prayer on your be- 
half ſhall within three years and a half have admit- 
tance to him; but he ſhall reject you with all your 
prayers, if you refuſe to hear him now, whilſt he calls 
upon you. Therefore to-day take it to heart; for 
to-day, whilſt he yet calls upon you, and that the door:

did not remain ſtedfaſt in it : therefore let every one 


take heed what he does in this caſe; and let him 
know, that he has not to do with men, but with 
God; and that it will be hard for him to kick againſt 


the pricks.

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A TRUE AND WONDERFUL RELATION 


Of what bappened to the Rev. E. Luvekskx, in the 
1 Year 1666. | 


HE Sunday after All Saints Day, early in the 
morning, about ſeven o'clock, I (faith the au- 


thor, EverT Luycxstn) went forth from the city 


Horn, towards a {mall village, to preach the word. 

Now after I had walked a while onwards on the 
way, which is overlaid with boards, becauſe of the 
unpaſſableneſs of it, it ſo happened, that, as I was 
buſied with holy and divine meditations, and was 
conſidering what might be moſt ſuitable to the ſub- 
ject I was to treat of, looking up, I ſaw a very old 
grey-haired man, with a white beard, reaching to his 
girdle. His garment was of a ſtrange colour; on his 


| head he had a three-cornercd cap, of a ſky-blue 


colour ; his face ſtrong and lively, and of an awful 
aſpect. Being come up to him, I paſſed by after I had 
courteouſly ſaluted him; and becauſe he only anſwered 
me with a nod, I went forwards. After I was gone a 
little farther, looking up, Iperceived the ſame old man, 


and thought with myſelf this ſeems to be the ſame old 


man!] paſſed by juſt now. Whence may theſe men 
come? tor never in my life have I ſeen ſuch before. 
As I thought thus with myſelf, and looked forward, 
I ſaw the old man ſtand ſtill, as if he waited for me; 
and when I was come near him, I looked back, to ſee 
whether the old man I had met before were there 
ſtill; but I faw him not. Now, after I had turned 
my face towards him, the old man began to talk 
with me, and in a friendly manner wiſhed me a good 
day; and farther ſaid, © Well, friend, you are going 
abroad to preach, and intend to take your text out 


of.

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of the 21ſt chapter of Luke: Take heed left at any 
time your hearts be overcharged, &c. At theſe words 
I was aſtoniſhed, and knew not what to anſwer; but 
he proceeded, and ſaid, . You had beſt take care to 
repreſent the truth to men with great carneſtnels, for 
it is highly neceſſary that it be told them: for a won- 
derful ſtate of things will be in theſe lands, and in the 
WHOLE WORLD, but more eſpecially where the 
light of the goſpel ſhines moſt; for there great and 
heavy judgments will appear. And notwithſtanding 
you have often thought to leave off your preaching 
[by which words he did fo affright and caſt me down, 
that I ſunk down into a ſwoon, to that degree that I 
could not ſpeak a word] But he anſwered me, « Be 


not ſo affrighted, becauſe Itell you what your thoughts 


and intentions are: you ſhall hear ſomething elle; 
now only be ſtrong in the Lord.” And as ſoon as 
the word came from his mouth, I came wholly to 
myſelf again, and flrengthened myſelf to ſtep for- 
wards, and walk: but lifting up my eyes, the old 
man was gone, and no where to be found; which 
made me wonder greatly. Now, as I walked a little 
farther, being full of thoughts; for I could not com— 
prehend what kind of old man this might be, who 
could tell me what my thoughts were, and what my 
intention had been; for he told me that 1 was pur- 
poſed to quit my preaching; and it was the truth, 
tor I was wholly reſolved never to preach any more, 
bur only this ſermon. As I was thus thinking, I ſaw 
this old man a third time ſtanding before me, at 
which J was again affrighted, and he ſaid to me: 
* You think to preach no more than this ſermon; 
woe unto you! for if fo, you ſhall be wondertully 
and dreadfully puniſhed: for it is not man you have 
to do with, but the Lord; therefore take heed what 
you do.“ With theſe words I was much caſt down; 
but he ſaid to me: © Believe, lay hold on God, and 
flrengthen yourſclf in the Lord.“ And by theſe 
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words I was ſtrengthened again anew, and ſeemed to 
be wholly renewed, as well in mind, as throughout 
my whole body. Whereupon he ſaid to me, D 
cult times twill come; for men are very unthankful 
throughout all Europe, but more eſpecially in thoſe 
countries where the light ſhines moſt, where more 
virtue and truth 1s expected. God has long waited 
for fruits of righteouſneſs, yet nothing but wicked- 
neſs appears. Thus /aiih the Lord of Heaven > I will 
plague CHRISTENDOM, ſo called, with war and fa- 
mine. Theſe plagues ſhall begin within a ſhort time, 
and increaſe, and lamentable times ſhall come; for I 
will viſit whole Chriſtendom, ſo called, in my wrath, I 
wil} take away the teaching of the goſpel, I will ſmite 
the people with blindneſs, becauſe they have pro- 

voked me to anger. The Heathens ſhall come out of 
far countries, to wit, the Great Turk ; he ſhalt deſtroy 
all Chriflendom, take aw ay divine worſhip, ſo that the 
word will not be found, but with very few men; 
every one will then be afraid to hear the word of 
God, and to confeſs it; for then much innocent 
Cbriſtian blood will be thed; yet whoſoever ſhall be 
found faithful in the ſervice of God, the ſame ſhall be 
comforted by the Lord, for the Lord will be with 
them. The beginning of this calamity will be when 


the KING or FRANck ſhall endeavour to make him- 


felf great; for then great preparations for war will 
be made throughout all Chriftendom, and all for fear: 
but then ſhall the KING or FRANCE be curbed in 
his great power; for diſcord ſhall trouble his kingdom, 
and deſtroy it. And at this time wonders will be 
Heard; for then the Great Turk mall come up a ſe- 


cond time, and make an 1irruption into the kingdom 


of Poland, and conquer it: and then alſo ſhall the 
Great Turk ſubdue the King of France, and make him 
tributary. In the ſame time the Netherlands will be 
in a bad condition, by reaſon of great dearth; ſo that 


people will be at a loſs where to get proviſion to 
ſupport, 
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ſupport their lives. At the ſame time there will be 
burning and anguiſhing ſickneſſes, great peſiilence, 
and raging diſtempers, lo that one perſon ſhall meet 
another in the ſtreet, not knowing any thing but 
that all is well; and yet before they part, the one ſhall 
fall upon the other as mad dogs, biting and tearing 


each other's hands and arms, and ſo raging, fall 


down dead to the ground. But this laſt mentioned 


may yet by prayer be prevented; but except men be 


converted, it will ſurely ſo happen: therefore preach 
the word with earneſtneſs; the Lord will be with 
you.” And having thus ſaid, he diſappeared, and I 
ſaw him no more, and was very much caſt down. 
When I came to the place where I was to preach, 
it appeared impoſſible for me; but as ſoon as I was 


in the pulpit, I ſeemed to preach with ſo much un- 


derſtanding, and withal ſo powerfully, that they who 
then heard it ſaid, that they were ſurprized with 
great wonder at my diſcourſe. | 

When I had ended my ſermon, I found myſelf 
very ill; and, as ſoon as I came home, took my bed, 
and lay fick three weeks. As ſoon as I was reco- 
vered, I endeavoured with all diligence to inſtruct 
my neighbour; to which end I pray God to ſtrengthen 
me. Amen.
